and the payment of this money was 
recorded in the state treasurer’s of­

Cowgill at the tim e said he realized 
that the money was gone, and for the 
sake of Edwards’ fam ily refused to 
prosecute his former employe.

state had been reimbursed and Ed­ 
wards* accounts, as far as the rec­ 
ords were concerned, w’ere correct 
when the shortage was made good.

The defalcation was not positively 
discovered until the trust company 
returned canceled checks and a clerk 
could not verify entries of two cheeks 
for $2,500 each.

wards resigned.

“I was unable to raise the amount, 
although I wiped out the last vestige 
of property that I had in trying.”

has

engaged for 
many years, except for the four years 
he was chief clerk in the state treas­ 
urer’s office, in newspaper work in 
Jefferson City. 
For 
the 
past 
two years he has 
served as resident correspondent of 
the St. Louis Republic. 
Prior to en­ 
tering the state treasurers office he 
represented the St. Louis Tost-Dis- 


patch. 
Rumors of irregularities 
in 
the 
treasurer’s office in the former ad­ 
ministration were current here about 
a year and a half ago, but were not 
definitely confirmed at that time. 
Treasurer Cowgill, 
who 
was 
in 
Kansas 
when 
the 
shortage 
was 
found, was notified by wire by Mor­ 
ton Jourdan, counsel for the United 
Railways, 
and 
formerly 
active 
in 
dem ocratic politics. 
Shortage Admitted by Edwards. 
The telegram advised Cowgill that 
it w as im perative for him to start im­ 
m ediately for St. Louis; 
There he 
met Jourdan. Sam B. Cook and Ed­ 
wards, and was told of the shortage. 
Edwards admitted the shortage, but 
did not tell jwhat he had done with 
the money.

the light” (Diaglotti (conf. Acts 22:0: 
20:13; Revelation 1:10). Two men ap 
poared in the vision conversing with 
the Lord, and the disciples were made 
to understand that they represented 
Moses aud Elijah. The “vision.” then, 
was a sort of living picture of God’s 
Kingdom. The brilliant transfiguration 
represented the Resurrection glory of 
our Lord; Elijah representing those 
who shall be translated from the earth, 
the saints forming the heavenly phase 
of the Kingdom, and Moses the earthly 
phase.

A dose is a tablespoonful for each 
two hundred pounds of hogs once or 
twice a day, given in slops.

grains; 
calomel, 
four 
grains, per hundredweight of hogs. 
Feed in a thin slop when bowels are 
empty. 
Every carcass of a dead ani­ 
mal should be burned or buried two 
or three feet deep. 
If cholera appears in the neighbor­ 
hood, vaccinate all hogs promptly. 
All county farm agents are active in 
helping to check the disease.

The lifeless body of Henry Pipet, 
a single man, aged about 30 years, 
was found lying beside the Lexington 
branch 
railroad 
tracks 
Saturday 
morning three miles northwest of Se­ 
dalia by Alfred Newman, a negro 
employed on the farm of Stockton 
Cotton. 
Newman reported that a man was 
lying beside the tracks to Mr. Cotton, 
who, in turn, notified Coroner D. P. 
Dyer. 
Coroner Dyer, accompanied by a 
reporter for the Democrat, made a 
trip to the scene and found Piper’s 
body at the place designated. 
He 
had a hole in the back of his head 
and the toes of his left foot had been 
badly mangled. 
A suitcase in an upright position 
nearby contained several work shirts, 
and other clothing indicated that Pi­ 
per was a farm laborer. 
In a memorandum book found in 
the suitcase was the name Henry 
Piper, 
with 
the 
address, 
“Stony 
Ridge, Ohio.” 
Other data listed in the hook Indi­ 
cated that he had 
been 
working 
regularly, as numerous entries were 
made of days worked. 
The name “W. Smith” appeared at 
the head of one column of figures. 
During the afternoon a Democrat re­ 
porter called Mrs. Walter Smith, re­ 
siding one mile north of Hughesville, 
by telephone, and learned thar. Piper 
had worked eighteen months at that 
place. 
Mrs. Smith said that Piper made a 
most excellent farm hand, and that 
he left there about six weeks ago, 
stating that he intended

It is evident that Piper was either 
hit by a train while 
wralklng

tracks or fell from the train and met 
death. 
It is certain that the members of 
the train crew* on whatever train hit 
Piper, or from which he fell, did not 
know of the mishap, as no report of 
the accident had been made to local 
railroad officials up to Saturday af­ 
ternoon.

I am very anxious 
to secure some data with reference 
to this matter and if there are any 
who read this article that can give 
any information it would certainly be 
highly appreciated, for if it will have 
a tendency to protect the corn from 
chinch bugs that is a valuable addi­ 
tion to its long list of virtues.

The Pettis County Soil Survey. 
The survey of Pettis county soil 
was completed about two weeks ago. 
A little data relative to it that we 
have at this time will certainly be of 
considerable interest. 
Twenty-five 
different 
soil 
types 
were found in the county. There were 
six types that are classed as gravelly 
and stony loams. 
Six 
are 
bottom 
land soil. 
The soil of practically every forty 
acres was examined and when the 
map appears the variations will be 
indicated by five acres or more on 
the map. 
Excepting the gravelly 
soil, from 
two to four samples of each scil type 
were collected and sent to Columbia 
for complete chemical analysis. 
The 
samples were taken in three parts— 
soil, sub-surface and sub-soil, the lat­ 
ter to a depth of tliirty-six inches. 
The soil map and bulletins w in per­ 
haps 
be 
ready for 
distribution in 
about one year. 
There is an enor­ 
mous amount of work connecied with 
it, and it will no doubt take as much 
time as indicated above. 
Tho report 
will be published 
by 
the 
United 
States department of agriculture. The 
University of Missouri will also make 
a report, which in addition to the soil 
map will give the chemical analysis 
of all the soils and the data of the 
experimental work carried on by the 
experimental station on the soil of 
this region. 
Tho station has been 
located on the farm of Victor Lewis 
near Windsor. 
Various comtinations 
of fertilizers will be explained as well 
as statements of crop rotation. When 
we get a complete published record 
it should be of enormous importance, 
as it should indicate 
very 
clearly 
what elements of fertility are most 
needed in a particular section 
Hog Cholera Situation. 
It seems as though the hog cholera 
situation still remains 
serious 
and 
while it is maintained that every evil 
brings some good with it, it is hard 
to find the good In this matter, and 
there will he no good in it unless as 
a whole we profit by the lessons the 
trouble brings. 
If hog cholera spreads from one 
place to another it must be carried by 
some means. 
It appears evident that 
the above statement is the truth and 
if so it certainly 
looks 
like 
more 
stringent means should be taken. 
There are various things that m ay 
carry the infection and from the rec­ 
ords of careful investigations, birds, 
dogs and people carry the infection 
the worst. 
Pigeons are given credit 
with standing at the head of the list 
and perhaps buzzards and dogs next. 
People often unwittingly and un­ 
knowingly carry the infection by go-

and when he is hungry he will travel 
miles where he might find a carcass 
and usually after he eats all ho wants 
he lies down and wallows on the car­ 
cass. 
And one dog will thus carry 
enough infection to make trouble for 
the whole country. 
If w'e would simply shoot all pig­ 
eons and all dogs found or seen run- 
j ning at large and put quarantine no­ 
tices about our premises where there 
may be hog cholera, a great deal of 
trouble might be avoided. 
Pigeons 
are of no real value. 
At this season of the 
year 
the 
country is full of hunters with their 
dogs. 
I used to make it a rule to 
take a shot at every dog found on the 
place when he had no business to be 
there. 
I always accorded a neighbor 
the same privilege with a dog that I 
might own, at any 
time 
or 
place 
where any mischief might possibly 
occur. 
The season is here with hunters 
and hounds chasing over the fields 
and timbers and feed lots both day 
and night. 
One man complained of 
fox hunters and their hounds. 
If for just a little while we would 
restrain all the dogs from going off 
our own premises and shooting the 
pigeons that fly from farm to farm 
we could do a great deal to check the 
disease. 
On account of the foot and mouth 
disease 
several 
states 
have 
been 
quarantined and when a state is once 
quarantined it is my understanding 
hog cholera serum cannot be secured, 
so that the matter of preventing the 
spread should be given careful con­ 
sideration and then the free use of 
lime should be put on places where 
infection is possible. 
The lime not 
only destroys the germs, but it de­ 
stroys insects as well, and when the 
limed manures are hauled to the field 
it will sweeten the soil and aid the 
crops. 
The feeding proposition is another 
matter that is given insufficient con­ 
sideration. 
Chinch Bugs and Arm y Worms. 
I am preparing a letter to send to 
every member of the bureau of agri­ 
culture asking his aid and co-opera 
tion in fighting chinch bugs. 
Since 
the number that were with us last 
year makes it very evident that we 
are likely in for trouble again. 
This 
pest spends the 
winter 
in 
heavy 
grass, brush piles, under logs, old 
fence rows, badly kept hedges and in 
the standing corn stalks in the fields 
as well as in the shocks of fodder 
and clumps of grass, and in all other 
places that will afford them a hiding. 
A general cleanup by fire or other­ 
wise is the only remedy that men 
can apply. 
All trash should be burn­ 
ed or plowed under and this would 
indicate that all trash in the fields 
should be plowed under at -east by 
very early spring. 
The places that have been harbor­ 
ing chinch bugs are the very places 
that have been harboring army worms 
for a few years until they had grown 
to such numbers that the outbreak 
of last season was 
the 
result. 
To 
take these precautions is only a mat 
ter of self-preservation that every one 
of us ought to consider. 
When the badly kept places are 
cleaned up It not only adds to the 
appearance of the premises, but adds 
to the health and respect of the own 
ers.

prices ” 
“Do they get much trade that you 
ought to have?” 
I asked. 
“If they get any of my trade they 
are welcome to it,” he answered; “be­ 
cause ifs my fault if they do. I admit 
they 
offer some advantages that I 
can’t offer—as to prices, and so on; 
but i can give h service here in my 
territory, with which they can’t com­ 
pete at a distance, that more than off­ 
sets the advantages they have over 
me. 
“I can easily show my farmer cus­ 
tomers 
that they have to sacrifice 
some things iii order to get these low' 
prices—things which aie often of 
greater value than the difference in 
price. 
There’s the time it takes to 
get the goods, for instance; the pos­ 
sibility of delay; the uncertainty as 
to the exact quality and appearance 
of the goods; credit; and many other 
factors that enter into a sale and de­ 
termine values. 
“It. gives me a pain when I hear of 
retailers trying to fight tile mail-order 
houses by forming organizations and 
passing resolutions, or by sending for 
catalogues over fictitious signatures 
or by other questionable methods. Is 
it any wonder the mail-order houses 
can get trade from such pinheaded 
mercnants? No, sir! 
The mail-order 
house does an enormous business just 
because it renders a service the aver­ 
age letailer doesn’t give. 
And the 
sad part of it is that the local dealer 
can, if he w’ould only realize it, give 
a service in his locality that is im­ 
possible from the distant mailorder 
house.”
